rondsuli's to frighten passing horses. 


3. All owners ,who build their houses 


facing square the public ro*ds should 
show ut least the same respect to these 
roads thnt they do to their own fields by 
excluding all weeds. 


4. Hi-move all loose stones from the 


wheel-track oooe a. month, find nil fixed 
stones which strike and nrank the wheels, 
jar th« louds, rack the harness and tiro 
the horses. 


5. Where fixed stones caunot bti re- 


moved, cover them well witli gravel or 
other road material. 


6. Bemember that 
a fixed stone 


may strike different wheels a thousand 
times Uko n sledge-hammer, and cause 
a hundred dollars of duinuge. 
To re- 


move it might cost five cents. 


7. Never umke u highway of muck, 


sods or noft material scraped from the 
side ditche», which is worked into deep 
mad iu wet \veuther, but draw them 
into the barn-\urd for the compost heap. 


8. "Wheie the road bed has not a dry 


bottom rat a ditch in the middle three 
feet deep, and length-wise with it, with 
side escape ditches at depressions, and 
fill it with gravr,l or broken stone, coarse 
below <uid finer neor the top. 


9. Plant shade trees three or four 


rods apcirt along the lino, to allow air to 
eirculute, sun to shine and mud to dry. 


10. Keep the roadside smooth, mow 


the grass feu 
1 liay, and thus secure a 


good track wh--n the center of trio roail 
is enouuibi'nscl v;ith impassnble snow- 
drifts in Winti-r. 


11. Iu wiudy places make tho wind- 


ward road feni'i-s of bnrb wire, to pre- 
vent the accumulation of drifts of snow. 


12. Nev^r lu'.kt thu public highway 


a bnruyartl, n»r Jenve wngons, plows 
and cDiichines to uncnaiber tho ronJ. 


13. Never prulanper thosti \\ ho travel 


by driving TimnarmgCHble or fiactious 
horses to frightm

The Director of the Mint has issued 


the following circular in regard to the 
issue of minor coins: Five cent nickel 
pieces nnd one cent bronze pieces to be 
forwarded in the order of the applica- 
tion, from the Mint of the United States 
at Philadelphia, to points reached by 
the Adams Express Company free of 
transportation charges, in sums of $20 
or multiples thereof, upon the receipt 
and collection, by the Superintendent o' 
that Mint, or draft on New York or 
Philadelphia, payable to his order. 


In answer to an inquiry by the Col- 


lector of Customs at San Francisco, 
Acting Secretary Fairchild of the Treas- 
ury Department decides that sugar-cane 
is not entitled to free entry under the 
provision in the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty for "vegetables," or for "Muoo- 
vodo, brown and all other unrefined 
sugar," but is dutiable at the rate of 10 
per cent, advalorem as a raw, unmanu- 
factured attiolo, under section 2513 of 
th« revised statutes as contained in the 
Act of March 3, 1883. 


Tho issna of the standard silver dol- 


lars from the Mints during the week 
ended September llth, was $661,253. 
The issue during the corresponding per- 
iod of last year wis $599,395.

DEMOCS14.TIC 8TATJB VLATFOKJS. 


I. 


The Democratic party of the Stats of 
i-vnrt", through its representatives iu 


convention assembled, at Elko, on the 
9th day of September, 1885, reaffirms

Treasury notes, gold and silver coin nnd 
coin certificates.

We arraign the Republican party be-
